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SHORTER WORK WEEK. 


The Kimberly & Clark Company Pro- 
pose to Abandon It. 


It Has Taken the First Step in the Matter—Has Had Con- 
ferences with Delegations of Its Own Men—Argues 
That Its Competitors Have Not Adopted 
the Short Hours. 





[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.) 

AppLeton, Wis., January 5, 1903.—The first step has 
just been taken in the effort on the part of the Kimberly 
& Clark Company to abandon the short hour schedule in 
its mills up and down the river, and return to the long 
hours which were in vogue before the labor difficulties 
of a year ago in this State. The company has had-con- 
ferences with delegations of its own men in regard to the 
matter. It has made no formal demand upon the union 
for an abandonment of the present long hour schedule, 
but has laid the matter before its men, and doubtless ex- 
pects them to take it up with the union, so that the ques- 
ion of hours of labor is liable to be reopened. 

The argument of the Kimberly & Clark Company is 
simply that they are paying the same wages as are paid 
by the mills on the Wisconsin River and many other mills 
throughout this region, and are getting twelve hours a 
week less work, and that this is an injustice. The Kim- 
berly & Clark Company was one of the first concerns to 
grant the short hours under the condition that the ugions 
bring all the other mills to*the same terms, and their ac- 
tion was influential in causing many of the other com- 
panies who granted the short hours to do the same thing 
rhe union, however, failed to bring the Wisconsin River 
mills and some of the Fox River mills to the short hour 
system, and the Kimberly & Clark Company feels that 
this is a good time to take the matter up and ask their 
men to go back to the long hours. At present none of the 
ther mills where the short hour system is being observed 
ire interested in this movement, which has been taken up 
by the Kimberly & Clark Company entirely on its own 
responsibility, with its own men. But if it succeeds here 
t must naturally extend to all the other mills similarly 
iffected.,

Wisconsin Expects Another Good Year. |

ApPLeton, Wis., January 5, 1903.—From the stand- 
‘int of the paper manufacturer the outlook for the new 
ar’s business is one of bright promise. The year that 
is just passed into history has been in many ways the 
st prosperous that business in this part of the country 
is ever known, Orders have been plentiful enough to 
ep all the mills full to the limit of their capacity, and prices 
ive, on the whole, been quite satisfactory There have 
en no business embarrassments, and on the other hand 
great many of the established plants have been largely 
lded to in improvements, and a number of entirely new 
\ls built, some of which have just gone into operation, 
d others just about to begin business 
Your correspondent has this week been at some pains 
) get the views of a number of manufacturers respect- 
ng the prospect for the coming year, and without ex- 
eption they have expressed confidence that the pros- 
erity of the coming year would equal that of the one just 


gone. What one man said may be taken as representa- 
tive of the views of all. 

“I can sce nothing ahead,” he said, “to prevent another 
year’s good business. The labor question in this part of 
the country seems to be settled, the so called ‘money 
stringency’ applies only to the requirements of speculative 
Wall Street, and there is plenty of money for all legiti- 
mate manufacturing and merchandising business. Even 
during the dull holiday week we booked orders equiva- 
lent to a full week’s output for our mill. We were per- 
haps a little more fortunate in this respect than some 
others, but the jobbers have no large stocks on hand and 
as soon as inventories are over orders will have to be 
placed for spring requirements. 

“It seems to me,” continued this gentleman, “that the 
coming year is going to witness a change in one respect, 
and that is in the matter of prices for paper. Either it is 
going to be more difficult for the manufacturer to secure 
a proper margin on paper at present prices or else prices 
have got to go up. I leave you to judge which is more 
liable to happen. The reason is that it is costing more 
continually to make paper. The fuel charge is greatly 
increased, rags are going up all the time, and at this rate 
will soon be nearly out of sight. Soda pulp is costing 
more and it will not be long before sulphite will be feeling 
the effects of the rise in rags and soda. These increased 
charges cannot be overlooked by the manufacturer, and 
I see no escape from higher prices.” Fox River. 


Stephenson Company Will Build Paper Mill.

APPLETON, Wis., January 5, 1903.—A dispatch from 
Escanaba, Mich., states that the Isaac Stephenson Com- 
pany, which is building at Wells what is to be the larg- 
est hardwood flooring plant in the world, will also go 
into the paper business.

The Escanaba and Lake Supe 
rior Railway, owned by the company, will, the dispatch con 
tinues, be extended from Wells a distance of 15 miles to 
the paper mill at Boney Falls.

SELF CLOSING BAGS. 


A New Company Organized to Put 
Them on the Market. 


Its Authorized Capital Is $500,000—It Will Own Impor- 
tant Patents, So It Is Said, and Will Locate in the 
West—Big Men Said to Be Interested 
in the Venture. 





“The Self Closing Paper Bag Company,” capitalized for 
$500,000, was incorporated at Augusta, Me., early last 
week. This new company should interest the bag manufac- 
turers of the country, especially so if the reports in regard 
to it are to be relied on. 
regard to the plans of its promoters cannot be learned at 
this time. It is hinted, though, that some big men, finan 
cially, are back of the new enterprise. These capitalists, it 
is said, have become interested because of the many new 
and valuable patents which the company would control. By 
means of the improved machines which are now under 
construction, the cost of production can be greatly re- 
duced, so.it is claimed. This reduction in cost, however, is 
attained by the increased rapidity with which the new ma 
chines will turn out the paper bags. Where the company 
will begin operations is as yet not definitely known, still 
there are indications that the first factory of the company 
will be started somewhere in the West. 

According to the incorporation papers the 
Paper Bag Company was organized at Berwick,“Me. Its 
capital stock is $500,000, of which $800 is paid in. The par 
value of the stock is $100 per share. The promoters are 
Joseph Marin, Stephen L. Rochette, Lowell, Mass.; Paul 
N. Cossette, Arthur M. Richard, Telesphore J. Lord, 
Eugene D. Perreault, Nashua, N. H.; Calixte Vigneault, 
Alexis F. Bisson, Manchester, N. H.; Alfred Boucher, 
Berwick. Joseph Marin is president and Paul N. Cossette 
treasurer. 

The bag men in the New York market are naturally a 
little skeptical about all new paper bag manufacturing 
companies, especially in cases where such companies are 
organized on the strength of newly patented machines, The 
reason for this is the fact that within the past few years 
there has been considerable talk about inventors having 
made startling improvements in paper bag machines. 
Few if any of such reports have materialized. Then, again, 
the situation in the bag mé@rket is not very encouraging 
for newcomers in the field @nless they own machines that 
can produce bags at a gréat deal less expense than they 
are being made today.. This, however, is the strong feat- 
ure of the Self Closing Paper Bag Company, so it is 
announced, But given the machines the next question is: 
How about the supply of paper? As this question is puz- 
zling even the old heads in the business, the query sug-

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REPORTS ON PRICES AND DEMAND. 


The Demand on Mills Continues Brisk—Jobbing Trade 
Quieter—Some Markets Expect Higher Prices— 
General Conditions Favorable. 








The first week of the new year finds the New York 
paper market in satisfactory condition. In the jobbing line 
the demand is better than the average for this time of year. 
Store trade with many of the houses has held up remark- 
ably well, so the proprietors report. This means that print- 
ers, stationers and others are still doing something. Never- 
theless the general report in regard to the demand is that, 
comparatively speaking, it is a little quiet. The business 
done in manilas is also said to be of larger volume than 
is usually the case so soon after the end of the holiday 
rush, But perhaps the striking feature of the demand is 
the fact that very small business and mill trade are fairly 
active, while medium sized orders are not numerous. The 
outside salesmen for the jobbing houses with few excep- 
tions testify to this state of the market. The handling of 
old business, however, that is now coming along from the 
mills keeps all hands quite busy. Beekman and Duane 
streets do not wear a January look, so many are the 
bundles and cases of paper on their sidewalks. The real 
strength of the market, however, is found in the condition 
of the mill order books. These record more unfilled orders 
than they have in January since the corresponding month 
of 1900. The mill representatives consequently tell a very 
strong story in regard to the firmness of quotations. In 
relation to their statement it should be said that very lit- 
tle talk of a bearish nature is heard in the market, not- 
withstanding the fact that this is an “off” time for busi- 
ness. The volume of new business being placed is, of 
course, less than it was in November and December, still 
the manufacturers declare that they have received more 
business in the past two weeks than they did in the 
corresponding period for the last three years. All grades 
of paper are still firm. No weakness in any of them has as 
yet manifested itself. The manufacturers say that the trade 
is apt to see an advance in paper before it sees a decline 
in prices. It is reported that the mill men are not anxious 
to load up with long contracts at present prices. They are 
said to fear further trouble on the coal question, and are 
also afraid of higher prices for some of their raw materials.

The Whiting Paper Company is running all of its mills 
to their full capacity and is behind in filling its orders. 
The Valley Paper Company has a good grist of orders 
on hand and business is very good with it this week.

It is claimed that the stocks of paper in deal- 
ers’ warehouses have been very much reduced of late, and 
now that stock taking is over jobbers will begin at once to 
replenish their lines so as to be in good shape for future 
business. So the outlook is favorable for the manufactur- 


, ers, and general business is such that paper dealers may be

Philadelphia Trade Expects Higher Prices. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

PHILADELPHIA, January 6, 1903.—The price barometer 
to which the trade is turning, in its moments of cessation 
from the brisk sales being made, is the opening of bids 
for Governmental paper supplies. 

Demand is very good on all grades of paper; exception- 
ally good on book, news and building papers. But deal- 
ers are still experiencing trouble in securing shipments 
from the milis and manufacturers shipments from the 
mines. : 

The coal shortage has strengthened prices, though it 
has not advanced them except for immediate shipments. 
The coal cutlook is dark, figuratively speaking only, for 
the feeling is general that prices must soon advance. The 
Government bids are, therefore, awaited. “Those bids,” said 
the manager of a large book mill today, “are a fine barom- 
eter or thermometer of prices. It is true that the larger mill 
owners have coal contracts at old figures or that they 
are able to make yearly contracts at fair prices. But they 
cannot always secure the coal contracted for. They must 
have coal, and are therefore often compelled to buy it in 
the open market from whoever has it and at whatever 
prices he demands. Paper is not sold on a sufficiently 
wide margin to permit this condition of affairs to con- 
tinue much longer. It is my belief that within a very 
short time every piece of paper sold in the United States 
will be increased in price. I believe, too, that the open- 
ings of the bids wili show that new prices and higher ones 
will maintain for a year at least.” 

On one kind of paper—sheathing—an increase in price 
is imminent. Manufacturers of this paper are endeayoring 
in a quiet way to make a general advance. It is believed 
that within a week there will be interesting developments 
in sheathing paper circles. The open season has given a 
stimulus to the demand, and sheathing mills are busy with

Miami Mills Continue Busy.

Dayton, Ohio, January 5, 1903.— Despite the fact that the 
first week of the new year does not generally start off with 
a flourish of trumpets in manufacturing and commercial 
circles, it must be said that the trade of the Miami Valley 
is up to the standard and that most of the mills have or 
ders booked for many, weeks ahead. ‘There has been a 
slight falling off, but it has not yet had an appreciable ef- 
fect ppon general business, The fact that. the consump- 


tign of nearly all grades of paper, notably news and writ- 
ing, has been increased the past year and has resulted in 


the marketing of practically the entire supply, makes the 
present situation very encouraging. “The demand has 
kept up surprisingly, and while we do not anticipate a 
rush for the next couple of weeks, we hope to have a 
splendid winter trade,” remarked a well known trades- 
man, whose expression was practically voiced by other 
veterans. Most mill men view the future year-with ut- 
most confidence and scout the idea that prosperity is wan- 
ing. Wrappings, coated papers, building papers and some 
of the cheaper grades have been in heavy demand also 
during the year, which sums up satisfactorily. This must 
be the case when the bank clearings in Dayton exceed 
$75,000,000 for the twelvemonth, recording an increase of 
almost $15,000,000. M. V.

An electric elevator and all the other up to 
date facilities for doing business will be installed. When 
the renovation is completed the Edward J. Merriam Com- 
pany will have a paper house that will be second to none 
in point of equipment and convenience. 

The other item of interest connected with the Merriam 
Company is the fact that the so called Southworth inter- 
est in the company has been purchased by Mr. Merriam. 
The wiping out of this interest tells its own story of the 
profitable business done by the company in the past three 
years. For within that time Mr. Merriam has been able 
to buy up the interest referred to. In this connection it 
is stated that the Merriam Company will no longer handle 
the Carew and Hampshire papers. for which the com- 
pany has been the New York selling agent for a number 
of years. 


United States Syndicate Buys Newfoundland Limits.

Toronto, Canada, January 5, 1903.—Over 1,100 square 
miles’ of the finest timber areas in Newfoundland, says a 
Halifax dispatch, have just passed into the hands of a 
Boston syndicate at a purchase price of $250,000. The 
Exploits Lumber Company, composed of eleven Nova 
Scotia manufacturers, has just sold out its property 
on the Exploits River, Newfoundland, to Wood, Baker 
& Co., wholesale lumber dealers. of Boston and New 
York, representing a syndicate of capitalists, who on the 
completion of the purchase will operate the property on 
a large scale. The timber area on the Exploits comprises 
1,146 square miles, running along both banks of the river. 
It is heavily wooded and is capable of producing a large 
quantity of lumber. It has besides several valuable water 
powers suitable for the operation of pulp and paper mills. 
This property was obtained a few years ago by a number 
of Amherst (Nova Scotia) men, including the members of 
Rhodes, Curry & Co., car builders, and the late -Hon. 
A. R. Dickey, ex-Minister of Justice for Canada. New- 
doundland’s resources were not then so well known and the 
Amherst men got the property for a very reasonable fig- 
ure. They have since erected a large modern mill with a 
capacity of 100,000 feet per day. The property has been 
extensively developed and has recently been much sought 
after by several American concerns. The purchase will 
not be actually completed until after this year’s cut, about 
June 1. ee 


Franklin Mills Paper Company.

Pennsylvania Mills Scrambling for Coal. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.) 

PHILADELPHIA, January 6, 1903.—Philadelphia paper mil! 
proprietors paused tofay in their search after buckwheat, 
bituminous or any other old thing that will burn to gaze 
in admiring envy upon one of their fellows who, to speak 
in the most conservative terms, has thousands of tons of 
good hard coal under his milly He is G. B. Rommell, of 
Pittston, manufacturer of colored papers. From his mill 
office he probably sees more coal in a day than any other 
manufacturer in the United States sees in a lifetime. 

If G. B. Rommell aforesaid hailed from Manayunk, or 
Port Richmond, or Buck Run, or along the Brandywine 
or any other local paper mill location he would probably 
be as are other manufacturers, living from hand to mouth, 
bituminously speaking, or more truly from coal car to fur- 
nace, But being from Pittston he enjoys opportunities such 


as does no other manufacturer in the United States. Mr.- 


Rommell does not worry over coal supplies. His mill is 
over a mine. He has coal in sight always. His future is 
bright because it looks out on a mountain of anthracite 
blackness. 

While receiving the congratulation of the trade on whom 
he called Mr. Kommell declared that it was not always as 
it is now. During the recent strike the coal was under 
his mill, but about a mile down under his boilers. The 
only thing in sight was a mountainous culm bank. And 
so Mr. Rommel! simply hired a few carts, bought culm 
at a nominal price, and ran his mill without interruption. 

Philadelphia manufacturers are perplexed as they were 
not even during the strike to secure coal enough to avoid 
a shutdown and at a price which will not wipe out the 
profit margin. All the Manayunk mills are running, but 
only with a one or two days’ supply in sight. None of 
them are able to accumulate enough fuel to make the future 
certain, Every little while the mills have to be shyt down 
for a few hours or a day*tntil coal arrives. These mills 
prefer to use buckwheat, but are glad to get anything 
burnable. The mills in Chester County, along the Dela- 
ware at Port Richmond and thereabouts, and the Jessup 
& Moore mills along the Brandywine in Delaware are sim- 
ilarly situated. 

Bituminous coal is even harder to secure at reasonable 
prices than anthracite. A year ago the price at the mine 
was between $1.25 and $1.35, with $1.75 freight; today the 
quotation at the mine for immediate shipment is any price 
that can be secured from $5 a ton upward. The freight 
is still about $1.75. 

Manufacturers generally report that shippers with whom 
they have annual contracts at the old rates are making their 
best efforts to supply coal, but are prevented from doing 
so by inability to secure cars. There is a car famine which 
equals the coal famine, of which it is the cause. Where 
immediate supplies are required and terms have to be 
made for single lots with shippers fortunate enough to 
have coal in their possession, $6.75 is the current price for 
soft coal, but $7, and even more, has been paid. 

Definite statement of the conditions existing at the mills 
is hardly possible, for the passage of twenty-four hours 
often changes the prospect from empty bunkers to well 
fillled cars. E. R. G. 


The Kemper-Thomas Paper Company. 
[PROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.) 

Dayton, Ohio, January 5, 1903.—The Kemper-Thomas 
Paper Company last Friday took possession of its splen- 
did new plant in Norwood, in the extreme southern part 
of the valley. The structure is a magnificent one, four sto- 
ries in height, built in Colonial style. It is located on 
Park street, opposite the Cincinnati, Louisville and Nash- 
ville Railroad, and is 60x227 feet in dimensions. It is one 
of the most artistic factory buildings in Norwood, which 
has recently acquired some mammoth manufacturing es- 
tablishments, The building contains 60,000 square feet of 
floor space and will also be used as a warehouse. Besides 


the regular factory equipment there will be installed a 
printing establishment. The quarters formerly occupied 
by the company in Cincinnati and the factory at Cheapside 
will be abandoned. 

While no ceremony marked the opening of the factory 
one important feature was connected with the transfe:. 
William C. Proctor, of the famous firm of Proctor & 
Gamble, purchased the interest of Guido Kemper, who 
retired from active management of the plant upon re- 
moval. It is reported that Mr. Proctor gave $150,000 for 
Mr. Kemper's holdings, the latter controlling three- 
fourths of the stock. The Kemper-Thomas Company was 
capitalized at $125,000. Mr. Proctor will not have much 
to do with the management of the company, which has 
been placed ur the hands of E. B. Danson, it is under- 
stood. 

The company deals in sheet and roll paper wrappings 
and calendars, and is one of the substantial concerns in

THE WOOD SUPPLY. 


Professor B. E. Fermow Addresses the American Associa- 
tion for the Advancement of Science 
on the Subject. 





[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE PAPER TRADE JOURNAL.] 

WASHINGTON, January 5, 1903.—At the meeting of the 
American Association for the Advancement of Science 
last week Prof. B. E. Fernow, director of the State Col- 
lege of Forestry of Cornell University, made an ad- 
dress on “The Outlook of the Timber Supply in the 
United States.” He reviewed, upon the basis of the last 
census and other statistics, the consumption of wood 
products in the United States, and the probabilities of 
meeting the same from the virgin supplies still on hand. 
Professor Fernow said that, “contrary to expectations, 
the wood consumption of the leading industrial nations 
has, in spite of substitutions, constantly increased during 
the last forty years, and that greatly in excess of the in- 
crease of population, as the result of greater industrial 
activity and higher civilization. The total wood con- 
sumption of the United States,” he said, “is placed at 
25,000,000,000 cubic feet, of which over 7,000,000,000 is log 
size material, the important part needed for the indus- 
tries.” 

Professor Fernow said that Canada, the only country 
from which such supplies can be imported, cannot be re- 
lied upon for any length of time. He added: 

“An estimate of the present stand of virgin timber iu 
the United States, ready to supply the demand for lum- 
ber, although admittedly on slender basis, brings out 
the improbability, if not impossibility, of meeting the in- 
creasing demand for another thirty years under present 
methods of utilization. Even if the entire forest area of 
500,000,000 acres were supposed still fully stocked with 
the average stand per acre, as reported by the census in 
the holdings of lumbermen—an absurd proposition—the 
stock on hand would be exhausted within that period, 

“The possibilities of securing the requirements from the 
reproduction in the natural forest are discussed on the 
basis of European experiences and with proper reference 


to the damaging forest fires. It is shown that even under 
good forestry practice, the present increasing demand 
could from the present area be supplied only for a limited 
time. Hence the efforts to secure such forest management 
and greater economy in the use of timber are not too 
early, but rather too late, and the dallying with the prob- 
lem by the legislatures fatal.” 


Condition of Philip Rudolph & Son, 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.] 

PHILADELPHIA, January 6, 1903.—The future of the firm 
of Philip Rudolph & Son, whose financial embarrassment 
was announced last year, has not been finally outlined, 
although the term of the members of the creditors’ com- 
mittee appointed to supervise the management of affairs 
will expire at the end of the month. Under the plan 
adopted by the creditors a meeting was to have been held 
on January 1§ to hear the report of the committee and to 
act for the future. 

George W. Rudolph, wadinn as Philip Rudolph & Son, 
said today that he had not been successful in securing to 
date enough signatures to his plan of settling with credi- 
tors on a 50 per cent. basis to make that plan operative. 
He expressed the opinion, however, that before the week 
ended the required signatures, which are said to have been 
promised, will be given and that the creditors’ meeting 
will not be necessary. 

“I cannot speak with much definiteness,” he said to- 
day, “but I believe that the creditors will accept the 50 per 
cent. plan and that the business of this firm will come 
back entirely into my hands. The creditors have ex- 
pressed themselves pretty generally as well satisfied with 
the offer which I was able to make to them with the as- 
sistance of a number of friends.” E. R. G.

OUR IMPROVED PLATES 
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PAPER MILL BOOKKEEPING. 


More Attention Paid to Other Departments of the Paper 
Industry Than to the Accounting—Some Suggestions 
as to What Should Be Done, 





Roarinc Sprinc, Pa., December 30, 1992. 
To the Editor Paper Trade Journal: 

Dear Str—No doubt you will agree with me when I 
make the statement that more attention has been given to 
the success of all other then the bookkeeping department 
of the paper mill; and I am pleased to learn that the 
Paper Trape JourNaL has so generously inaugurated a 
plan by which the bookkeepers may use the columns of the 
paper in order to exchange ideas and methods which will 
give the readers an opportunity to improve in their work 
and keep on equal footing with the outside world. 

When one’s paper mill activity is confined to the mere 
keeping of the books he should be guided by certain prin- 
ciples and exercise his business capacity to such a degree 
that by keeping close watch on the little things he should 
be able to save enough capital to sustain his salary; for 
instance, never write more letters than necessary. If you 
write ten letters a day it means the ten answers you re- 
ceive will also-have to be acknowledged, and that amounts 
to four cents per letter besides the cost of the stationery. 
A single letter often results in six, eight or even ten cents 
for correspondence, while at the same time it may be of 
no practical value to the institution. Many dollars can be 
saved by giving the freights, discounts, &c., your careful 
consideration. Therefore one should exercise his best 
judgment in these small things. 

The bookkeeper should have a fair. knowledge of the 
making of paper, and acquaint himself with the different 
departments of the mill, thus saving time and trouble in 
the execution of his work. 

As has been said by a former correspondent, the old 
systems of accounting in general use by paper mills are 
entirely too antiquated to furnish the desired information 
required day after day by the In order 
requirements, a statement of the 


mill’s manager. 
to keep pace with his 
general set of books as well as the auxiliaries should be 
submitted at least once a month, thus showing the mills 


standing and furnishing the detailed information as to raw 


and finished material on hand, notwithstanding the fact 
that there may be an inventory of the fillers, wires, fit- 
tings, &e. 

A great leakage in the profits of a mill arises through 
the carelessness of the accountant in the stockroom or 
storeroom. ‘The one in charge of the storeroom should be 
a man of ability and perfectly reliable, and it should be his 
duty to keep strict account of the weight, quality and con- 
dition of all goods stored in this department. He should 
also check up the invoices and endorse same if received 
as invoiced by the sender. It is also the duty of the store- 
keeper to issue all goods’ required in the mill and to keep 
a complete record of the same. In this account a regularly 
classified list under which articles used for comparatively 
the same purpose could be kept, as follows: 


All felts, 
ones. 

All fittings, tools, &c., used for repair work. 

All material used in the improvement of the mill or in 
the increasing of its capacity. 

All ingredients consumed in the process of paper 
making. In this item the account of every pound of stuff, 
such as color, glue, bleach, &c., that helps to form the 
sheet of paper, should be kept very accurately, thus de- 
termining the actual cost of the production. 

By keeping the paper mill material in this way the cost 
and detailed information will not only be immensely use- 
ful, but it is almost necessary for stock taking purposes. 
Upon investigation it is found that one of the great troubles 
of paper mills is running short of supplies, but with the 
right kind of a storekeeper this should never occur. 

After the paper passes into the hands of the finisher, 
equal precautions should be exercised in recording the 
fullest details of the reels, bundles, rolls and the sizes and 
weights sent to the consumer. 

Notwithstanding the importance of the keeping of the 
minor books, the general set used in all the business trans- 
actions should be kept under the best devised methods. 
The most important point in connection with the keeping 
of these books is the accurate account of all financial trans- 
actions. No business worthy of the name can be success- 
fully carried on where an entry of its receipts and ex- 
penditures is not regularly and systematically recorded. 
The journal is the most important factor in furnishing 


wires, belting, &c., used to replace the old 


necessary information so often needed by the superin- 
tendent or manager. Hence every entry should be ac- 
curately noted. The strongest point+I wish to make in 
the way of keeping the journal is this: At the end of each 
month a general review of the important transactions or 
oceurrences that have taken place in or about the mil’ 
should be carefully recorded. Any important deals, strikes, 
special fluctuations in prices, &c., that might ever come 
up for reference should be noted, and for these the journal 
is the only resort, and unless written in detail the informa- 
tion obtained will be very unsatisfactory. The manager 
seldom duplicates a large contract without referring to the 
particulars of the transactions of previous years, so that 
the accuracy of the necessary information will depend 
upon the proper record kept by the bookkeeper. 

In years gone by tradesmen were too much in the habit 
of trusting these things to their memory, but no business 
man with any pretensions to ability or regard for his 
commercial reputation will attempt to do it now, and it 
cannot be more forcibly applied to any other manufacturer 
than to that of paper. 

It is almost unnecessary to speak of carefulness in book- 
keeping, because every bookkeeper soon learns that care- 
fulness is a synonym of success; but after all, when the 
recapitulation of a bookkeeper’s ability is made, we find 
that the kind of men the capitalists are looking for are 
honest men, and when Emerson said: “Honesty is the 
summit of being,” I am inclined to think he was. abou“ 
right. Frank M. Boss. 


Pulp Wood for Canadian Mills. 


Toronto, Canada, January 5, 1903.—Large quantities 
of pulp wood are being taken out in Ontario and Quebec 
this season. The. E. B. Eddy Company expects to take out 
in its camps and purchase from jobbers a total of 50,009 
cords. Part of this will be secured in the Gatineau dis- 
trict and part in Temiskaming and other parts of New 
Ontario. The Laurentide Pulp Company expects to take 
out an equally large amount in the Grand Mere district 
The Belgo-Canadian Pulp Company is figuring upon se- 
curing at least 20,000 cords of pulp weod during the pres 
ent season. Reports from different sources show that at 
least 25,000 cords more will be taken out by jobbers for 
export to the United States. L 
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FORESTRY IN NEW HAMPSHIRE. 


Report of the Granite State Commissioners—State Contains 


4,200,000 Acres of Woodland, All Belonging 
to Private Owners. 


Concorp, N. H., January 5, 1903.—The report of the 
New Hampshire Forestry Commission, covering the work 
of the board during the last biennial period, has just been 
issued and is a substantial volume of nearly 100 pages. 

A closer affiliation with the interests which control the 
large area of the forest cover in the northern counties of 
the State, and with those interests which are chiefly de- 
voted to the upbuilding of the summer resort business in 
the’ White Mountains, has been brought about through 
changes in the personnel of the board made by the appoint- 
ments oi the Governor and Council since the date of the 
last report. 

The Hon. George Byron Chandler, of Manchester, a 
member of the temporary commission in 1889, and chair- 
man of this board upon its establishment in 1893, was 
succeeded in 1901 by Col. Henry O. Kent, of Lancaster, 
and the Hon. Napoleon B. Bryant, who died January 28, 
1902, was succeeded by Gen. Marshall C. Wentworth, of 
Jackson. 

The field work of the board during the past two years 
has included personal investigation of the “condition of 
forest growth in every county in the State; with visits to 
mills, lumber camps, plantations and cut lands during all 
stages of operating. 

The commission assumes that the State does not intend 
to take ownership of any extended portion of its forest 
area, and that practical forestry, as it must at present exist 
and develop, lies along the lines of educating landowners 
(and restricting them in rare instances) to the wise cutting 
of matured trees, so that while operations return proper 
remuneration to owner and operator,’ the scenic beauty of 
our forests shall. mot be marred, the growth denuded or 
erosion ensue, or diminution of rainfall and the mechanical 
power of our streams or climatic changes become possi- 
ble. 

To this end the commission summarizes its opinions 
thus: 

1. Approximately there are 4,200,000 acres of woodland 
and forest in the State, or about three-fourths of its area, 
of which 2,300,000 acres are in the three northern coun- 
ties, Coos, Carroll and Grafton, Perhaps 700,000 to 750,-

Charles B. Campbell, wlio has been connected with the 
pulp industry for a long term of years, in a letter to the 
Toronto Globe, that we reprint on another page of this 
issue of THe Paper TrADE JouRNAL, very emphatically 
says that there is no money in the production of moist 
wood pulp by Canadian manufacturers, and he cites fig- 
ures to sustain his contention. Notwithstanding his asser- 
tion the ground wood business in Canada continues to 
progress, and proprietors of new mills have not yet sus- 
pended their operations. Mr. Campbell says that the 
turning of his pulp into paper is the only salvation for 
the Canadian pulp maker. Perhaps it is, but if so, the 
lesson has not yet been learned, for the majority of en- 
terprises recently started have begun by the grinding of 
wood puip, and up to this date have not advanced be- 
yond that point. 

At all events Mr. Campbell’s letter is interesting and 
instructive both to Canadians and residents of the United 
States. It remains now for someone to come forward 
with the proof that Mr. Campbell’s alleged facts are not 
so and that his conclusions are erroneous. 

In this connection it 1s interesting to note what Profes- 
sor Fernow is reported to have said at the recent meet- 
ing of the American Association for the Advancement of 
Science in discussing the supply of wood. He does not 
believe that the United States can meet the demand fo 
lumber for more than thirty years under present condi- 
tions, while he is equally confident that Canada cannot be 
depended upon to make up the deficiency, He advocates 


the immediate greatest economy in the cutting of timber 


and the adoption of the most rigid forestry method, while 


the “daliying with the problem by the legislatures” he 
characterizes as fatal. 


Coal and the Cost of Paper. 


rhe coal quéstion continues to be a cause of anxiety to 
paper manufacturers all over the country. The price is 
high, but worse than this is the uncertainty and in some 
cases the total failure of supplies. A number of mills have 
been compelled to shut down temporarily from time to time, 
much to the disgust and inconvenience of themselves and 
their customers. The anthracite market has advanced dur- 
ing the week last past, and it is more than probable that 
the same tendency will be exhibited in the bituminous 
market. One paper manulacturef, who undoubtedly voices 
the feelings of very many of his brethren, says that, of 
course, this means higher prices for paper. 

Many people are somewhat eagerly awaiting the open- 
ing of the bids at Washington next week, They regard 
these bids as the official notice as to what the manufac- 
turers regard will be the course of the market for the 
rest of the year. In this they may be right or wrong, 
but it is undoubtedly the fact that many large buyers, 
partictiarly of book paper, so interpret the figures pre- 
sented at the annual competition. 

It therefore behooves manufacturers who are compet- 
ing for the business of the Public Printer to remember 
that the prices to be paid by their private customers will 
be influenced by the values shown next week. There is 
every reason why the figures should show an advance 
over last year’s, Soda and sulphite are higher, coal is 
much more expensive, as is also the cost of labor, so that 
from every point of view the maker of paper should ask 
and receive more, money for his product, not only from 
his private customers, but also from the United States Gov 
ernment 

rhe showing will therefore be of unusual interest. Of 
course, as usual for a long series of years, the full details

NAL next week 


British Credits. 


R. Fleming, United States Consul at Edinburgh, Scot- 
land, in writing to the State Department as to British 
credits, makes the tollowing statements: 


Paper,—Average trade terms at the present time; Great 
Britain, three months’ account net, 2% per cent. discount 
on monthly account, 3% per cent. discount prompt cash; 
colonies, six months’ bill, 24% per cent. clear. thirty days, 


34 per cent. prompt-cash; South America, three months’ 


bill, 2% per cent. disgount clear thirty days, 3% per cent. 
discount prompt cash; France, the same terms as for 
South America. There has been no general extension of 
the period of credit to foreign buyers within five years. 

Paper Making Machinery.—To foreign buyers the aver- 
age terms are payment of one-third with order, one-third 
in three months, and one-third in four or six months. 
British buyers have a longer credit, as a rule, if desired, 
but there has been no extension of the period of credit in 
recent years to either the home or foreign customers. Dis 
counts vary, according to circumstances, and the average 
rate cannot be stated. 

Pumps and Pumping Engines.—To buyers in Great 
Britain the terms are monthly, with no specified discount. 
The present tendency is toward a lengthening of credit. 
Export business is not large, and terms cannot be ascer- 
tained. 

Rope and Twine Making Machinery.—Cash on delivery 
or thirty days, according to circumstances. Discounts vary 
from 5 per cent. 

These terms are considerably unlike our terms in many 
respects, and it is not likely that our sellers will care to 


imitate them. The statements, however, coming from an 


official source, and made presumably after careful inves 
tigation, cannot fail to be of interest to both our paper 


manufacturers and paper machinery builders. 

On page 46 of this issue of THe Paper TrApeE JouRNAL 
we print a synopsis of the report of the New Hampshire 
Forestry Commission, this report covering two years work 
of this board. Inasmuch as the State does not own any 
timber land, the conclusions reached, if put im force, would 
apply only to private lands. The board says that “the most 
serious problem now apparent is the devastation threatened 
by cutting indiscriminately to supply the pulp mills.” This 
statement may be apparently well founded in the case of the 
Granite State, as that commonwealth has had no serious 
forest fire since 1888, but in this particular the conditions 
are exceptional. As a rule the pulp wood cutter is far be- 
hind the fire fiend, even allowing for the sake of argu- 
ment that the former is an indiscrin?fate destroyer, which 
in fact he is not.

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PULP MAKING IN CANADA. 


Charles B. Campbell, in the Toronto Globe, Says There Is 
No Moncey in It—The Only Chance Is for 
Canada to Make Paper. 





The Toronto Globe of December 27, 1902, contained an 
article by Charles B. Campbell, of Sturgeon Falls, on the 


making of moist pulp in Canada. It is as follows: 


A great many people in Canada have been led to believe 
that one of the ways to acquire wealth rapidly is to go into 
the manufacture of wood pulp. A pulp concession, accord- 
ing to the popular idea, is the whole thing. With one in 
possession, all that has to be done is to build a mill, grind 
out the stuff and sell it to the Yankees at a fabulous price; 
the only visible difficulty being to find sufficient space to 
store away the vast earnings of the plant. 

To one acquainted with the trade as it really is all this 
is very amusing. It is delightful entertainment to pulp 
makers, and they might in gratitude for such a pleasing 
fancy allow these statements to pass unchallenged were it 
not for the unfriendly spirit in which they were made. 
Certain members of the Legislature and some of the lead- 
ing newspapers are wrought up into such a state of alarm 
over the threatened sequestration of the country’s wealth 
by the pulp industry that they are advising the Government 
to bleed it and prevent its too healthy growth. It is sug- 
gested that the timber dues be increased, that a honus be 
charged for the privilege of cutting pulp timber, and that 
water power rentals be raised to prohibitive figures, or 
some such other heroic remedy. Anything that will pre- 
vent somebody from getting rich too fast. 

This might have the effect of squelching the industry in 
Ontario, but that is of small moment compared with the 
national danger of having some manufacturer make 
money. 

The extraordinary profit of manufacturing pulp in Can- 
ada is a myth. Such absurd stories are only told by those 
who have no conception of the business whatever; cer 
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accept it. Now just figure this out: If you have a 20 cent 
freight rate to a certain point you pay $4 freight per gross 
ton; as you have only 800 pounds of pulp in that ton, you 
will, therefore, have to pay $10 freight on what you sell 
as a ton of air dry pulp. 

The “Soo” mills, notwithstanding their great shipping 
facilities, found this such a serious obstacle that they 
evolved the idea of drying their pulp, somewhat on the 
principle of drying paper. They developed it successfully 
and have the process well protected by patents. They are 
the only people in America that make their ground wood 
pulp dry before placing it on the market, and from a saving 
of freight point of view it is a great success 

Cost oF Propucine Pucp. 

Now about the lucrative business of grinding pulp. | 
have been connected with the trade for about eighteen 
vears, was once a manufacturer myself, but did not suc- 
ceed in corraling one of those immense fortunes; in fact, 
I went broke m the hard times of ‘96 and ’97 trying to 
make money by selling pulp for $12 a ton delivered, so I 
may reasonably claim to have some knowledge of the sub- 
ject in hand. 

We will say nothing about the cost of a plant; we will 
just figure on the cost of production and transportation, 
our location being, of course, in New Ontario, where the 
spruce forests are. 

The cost of getting timber from the pulp areas will 
average $4 per cord, much of it will cost more if the Gov- 
ernment insists on the literal enforcement of the contracts. 
A cord of spruce will make 1,850 pounds of air dry pulp, 
and sufficient timber to make a ton of pulp will, therefore, 
cost $4.30. The labor to manufacture it will cost $2 per 
ton, and supplies, maintenance and fixed charges, at a low 
estimate, $2.20 per ton; total cost of a ton, $8.50 f. o. b. 
mill. This is the actual cost of putting a ton of pulp on 
the car at a well appointed mill in Canada. 


THe Marker For Pu-p. 

The market in Canada is very limited, so we must look 
for purchasers in Great Britain or the United States. In 
the States prices are variable. In May and June pulp may 
be selling for $13 to $15 delivered, and in August the price 
may have gone up to $20, $22, and even $25. All depends 


ro price that pulp has been in the last fifteen years, 


which, in 1900, was for a short time $28, and the profit 
on that to a Canadian manufacturer would be but $8.90, a 
mere pittance, considering the amount of money that is 
invested to earn it 

fue British Market 


The English markets are only accessible to those mills 
located near seaboard. The Chicoutimi Pulp Company 
and a few others, by virtue of their locations, ‘do conduct 
a fairly profitable business with Great Britain. These ex 
ceptions have furnished the argument for those people who 
can only get one idea into their heads at a time, that Great 
Britain is the place for us to sell our pulp products. It 
might be if the water powers and spruce were all close to 
tidewater, but unfortunately for the purpose of this 
thoughtful plan the bulk of the spruce is from 600 to 1,200 
miles from the nearest shipping point, and the cost of 
transportation by rail takes up more than all the profit 
Just fancy paying 15 cents to 20 cents to tidewater, 11% 
cents ocean rate, or $13.2 25 freight in all, and your pro »duct 
costs you $8.50 to manufacture, and you can ‘only get $20 
for it when you deliver it in Liverpool. It must be re- 
membered that pulp is extensively manufactured in Nor- 
way, and freight from there to London is only $1 per gross 
ton 

No, there is no profit in the manufacture of moist me- 
chanical pulp in Canada. The figures show it, and the ex- 
perience of every Canadian manufacturer proves it. The 
water in pulp and the high cost of transportation shut out 
the possibility of making this branch of manufacture pay 
Some of those that did engage in it have saved themselves 
by putting in paper making machinery at-a heavy expendi 
ture, and manufacturing their own pulp into paper, win- 
ning out on the higher? finished article and the great saving 
in freight by shipping nothing but what they got paid for 
Others less fortunate in interesting capital have been forced 
to quit. 

More Money tN MAKING Paper. 


\fter all, it is much better for Ontario that this situation 
is forced upon us. Had it been otherwise, and could we 
have shipped our pulp with profit to Great Britain and the 
United States, we would probably have been content to

No Money tN Moist Puce 

\llow me to make a plain, unvarnished statement about 
this matter. There is no profit in the manufacture of moist 
mechanical pulp. in Canada, selling it in Great Britain or 
the United States at ordinary market prices ; absolutely 
none at the present prices and little enough at the best 
price pulp has been in the last ten years. Only those mills 
located near tidewater can compete in the English markets 
and only when. prices are abnormally high do we sell in the 
American market hese are tacts 

| will explain, but first let us get a correct idea of what 
a ton of moist pulp really amounts to. Some people have 
an idea that a ton of pulp is a ton net, that we get paid for 
a ton and just pay freight on a ton. As a matter of fact, 
we only get paid for 800 pounds. That ton of stuff that 
we ship has only got that amount of dry pulp in it—dry 
as it is when made into paper, the other 1,200 pounds being 
moisture or wate On an average, the best modern wet 
press cannot make it any dryer; sometimes you might gain 
one or tWo points, some other time you lose. The buyer 
also objects to having it any dryer, and that probably has 
dampened the invention of better appliances for extracting 
moisture. The ordinary ton of pulp contains*4o per cent 
of air dry pulp and 60 per cent. of water. We pay freight 
on the water just the same, and the railroads cheerfully

upon the season; if it be wet the streams keep up and the 
mills grind enough for themselves, if dry the output is 
hortened and they buy. A good rainfall will fill the 
streams again, their own mills resume and the demand 
ceases. Then, again, there is a difference in prices accord 
ing to locality. Some points are more accessible to ship 
pers than others, and competition being keener there prices 
are corresponding lower. It is difficult, therefore, to 
select a figure that would represent the average price. For 
four months in 1901 in New York and New Eng- 
land States prices ran from $19 to $22 per ton; for the 
balance of the year $15 to $17 was the ruling figure. Now, 
supposing that we secured a market in the Black River 
Valley for our pulp at $17, delivered. Let us see how we 
would come out: Cost of manufacture for one ton of 
pulp, $8.50; freight at 18 cents per hundredweight, $9: 
duty, $1.60; total cost, delivered, $19.10; price of pulp, de 
livered, $17; loss, $2 10 

We will suppose that we continue this losing 
trade for eight months, in the belief that during the 
other four months prices may be such that we would at 
least even up; and wé figure that we will get the maximum 
price of $22-per ton: Eight months, at 25 working days, 
equals 200 days, or 290 tons; loss on one ton, $2.10; on 
200 tons, $420. Four months, with 25 working days, equals 
100 days, or 100 tons; profit on one ton, $2.90; on 100 tons, 
$200. Yearly loss per ton of output, $130. And this, al- 
lowing a better price for pulp than the average. Take the

develop the industry along that line, and would have 
eventually exhausted our spruce forests -supplying those 
countries with raw material (for pulp is a crude product 
of manufacture). As it is we must make a higher finished 
article of it. We can make it into news paper, wall paper, 
wrapping paper, manilas, board, tissues and other high 
class paper products, and save to ourselves the profits of 
both processes of manufacture, and incidentally 60 per cent 
on freight account. 

The practicability of the am&ndéd plan has been proven 
It has been the salvation of those pulp manufacturers who 
were fortunate enough to have the money for the heavier 
investment of a paper plant. Their success has taught us 
that with the advantage of cheap timber we can compete 
successfully in the manufacture of paper products with 
Great Britam and the United States. This fact has been 
carefully noted by men acquainted with the trade, and now 
an effort is being made to develop the manufacture of 
paper on such a scale that in a few years it will be one of 
our staple articles of export 

Tue Question or Capital 

The only great difficulty that has been, and is yet, is to 
find’ the capital for investment. It is not in Canada; if 
it is, it is not looking for investment in that line. A propo 
sition involving an expenditure of one-half to three-fourths 
of a million dollars is seldom to be found here, We go to 
London or New York to look for money, and the induce

The object of the invention is to provide certain new

The beating engine shown in the drawings consists, es- 
sentially, of the vat A, the beating drum I, the backfall 
C, midfeather D, and discharge pipe E of usual construc- 
tion. Under the rear wall of the backfall C is arranged 
a pressure chamber F, formed with a jet opening F’ for 
discharging water under pressure into and under the pulp 
or stock at the bottom of the vat and in the direction in 
which the pulp or stock is flowing, owing to the action of 
the beating drum. Into this pressure chamber F opens a 
supply pipe G, connected at its outer end with a suitable 
water supply under pressure. A short pipe G’ extends 
through the midfeather D to connect the pressure chamber 
F with a second pressure chamber H, formed under a por- 
tion of the gusset I at the return side of the midfeather 
D, and the said gusset I is provided with a series of jet 
openings I’, formed by making the gusset I in sections I’, 
spaced apart at their ends and set, preferably, at different 
angles to each other, as plainly indicated in Fig. 4.

The one depicted in Fig. 1,128 is a single acting triplex 
pump, heavy pattern, designed and built to stand hard 
work in paper mills. The crankshaft is an open hearth 
steel casting, the bearings of the crank and pinion shafts 
being of babbitt metal. The gearings are of charcoal 
iron, machine cut, a rear guard covering the pinion and 
the adjacent teeth of the gear. The crossheads are fitted 
with removable shoes that are babbitted and run in bored 
guides and the cylinders are separate charcoal iron cast- 
ings, bronze lined. The connecting rods have bronze boxes 
with strap head and wedge adjustment at crank end, ad- 
justable bronze boxes, marine type, at crosshead end. 
The suction valve boxes are cast separate and discharge 
valve boxes with cylinders, both being of charcoal iron. 
Ihe plungers are of phosphor bronze, turned and ground 
true and smooth; the glands are of iron and of easy ac- 
cess for adjustment, the valves are bronze balls, while the 
valve seats are of bronze and are held in place by four 
bolts provided with a locking device. The seats have also 
a lock ring extension that fits into a bored hole in the 
casting. Connecting rods and crossheads have oil cups 
and other bearings have grease boxes, This pump is 
made in four sizes, the plungers being 8, 9, 10 and 12 
inches in diameter. 

Fig. 1,331 is an illustration of a single acting triplex va- 
cuum pump, designed and built for continuous work in 
paper mills. The crank shafts are ef open hearth steel 
castings, the gears and pinion are of charcoal iron, ma- 
chine cut, and the connecting rods are of unusual length 
and have adjustable babbitted boxes at each end. The cyl- 
inders are of charcoal iron and have phosphor bronze lin- 
ings, the valves have rubber disks on bronze grid seats and 
have cylindrically wound springs, and the valve seats are 
of bronze and have wide flanges, which are bolted between 
the valve boxes with through bolts from the outside. All 
the bearings have grease boxes. This pump is made in 
three sizes, the plungers being 6, 7 and 8 inches in diameter.

Pulp Making in Canada.

ment that we hold out to those people is 
that we have plenty of timber in Canada, 
and that it is cheap. In discussing the sit- 
uation with them, we have to admit that 
we have practically no market in Canada, 
that we will have to export, and that we 
have long and costly lines of transporta- 
tion. They will say that our advantage is 
very slight for aggressive foreign compe- 
tition, that we will have to contend with 
the powerful trade organizations of the 





World’s Paper Trade Review, writing 
from Christiania under date of December 
6. In the Drammen district the railway 
line along the valley has had to run extra 
trains in order to bring the goods forward 
to the waiting steamers, and the export 
has made a large dig into the pulp in 
stock. An export like this always helps to 
make the manufacturers more free and 
easy on account of the fact that what they 
send away is always among their oldest 
pulp. 

Some few of the exporters in the Dram- 
men district, however, appear to be the 
unhappy possessors of large stocks, which 
must be sold, and therefore they are in a 
rather tight fit. These stocks are now be- 
ing offered from the shippers themselves 
at 25 to 26 Kroner f. o. b. for prompt ship- 
ment, and I suppose sales have also taken 
place. These prices must certainly be a 
dead loss to the manufacturers, but what 
can they do? 

The market for a little forward delivery 
is still dull and depressed, and contracts 
are few and far between. I hear of a sale 
of a smali quantity dry mechanical at 71 
Kroner, but the price is much above the 
usual offers from abroad on account of the 
pulp being of a special fine brand in the 
Skein district. 

I am informed, from abroad, that 4os. for 
moist white mechanical is being freely 
quoted by sellers for delivery at the mill, 
but I am unable to believe that the offers 
are for anything else than small or odd 
parcels for prompt delivery. They are thus 
without any bearing upon the ordinary mar- 
ket for next year.

PAPER.—The market continues somewhat quiet, still 
there is at present a better demand for paper than is usu- 
ally the case the first week of the year. The mill agents 
report that the amount of new business placed with them 
since Christmas has been far in excess of what they ex- 
pected during stock taking time. These statements tend 
to make good the prophecy that there will be no January 
dullness in the trade this year. The fact that all the mills 
have a number of weeks’ run ahead is considered the 
strongest feature of the market. The continued scarcity 
in the coal supply is no doubt the next important influ- 
ence sustaining values at about their old level. In regard 
to News paper the sellers of it now declare that instead 
of there being a lull in the demand the News market is 
every bit as firm as it was during the past few months. 
The buyers of News, on the other hand, say that the mar- 
ket is off about 10 cents per 100 pounds. The supply of 
News is apparently just as scarce as ever. Book papers 
have not changed materially in the past week. The fact 
that a number of the Book paper manufacturers are trou- 
bled over the shortage in coal helps to keep the quota- 
tions at about 4 cents for super and 3% cents for ma- 
chine finished Book. The continued high price of soda 
pulp also has its effect on the prices for Book papers. 
Writings are unchanged. The demand for Manilas with 
the jobbers is of course somewhat less, now that the holi- 
days are over. The mill situation on Manilas, however,
